The Will of a Great Educator 
* (Kansas City Star) 


The will of Dr. Charles W. Eliot, who died 
last week, provides a fund, the amount of 
which has not been made public, for the en- 
couragement of research at Harvard Univer- 
sity. The fund is left for the university au- 
thorities. who are to use the proceeds from 
it as they deem wise in premotion of study 
and investigation in the field of landseape 
architecture or preventive medicine. Through 
his long experience as the president of a 
great university, Dr. Eliot no doubt realized 
that smoothing the way financially for men 
and women who devote years to some special 
study in an effort to discover or establish 
some fact or to inerease the service to human- 
ity of some science or art, has been an out- 
standing need in the field of education. 

Usually it is the teacher or the student 
who is best fitted both by temperament and 
training to engage in research work. And 
these, unfortunately, are too often without 
the funds required when extended study is 
undertaken. To the individual who partici- 
pates in it, the rewards of research in money 
generally are limited. But whatever they 
may be eventually, they are slow in coming. 
Persons of means ‘in the United States re- 
eently have become interested in a national 
movement to establish an extensive - research 
fund for use of workers in a large number 
of fields, including art, literature, science and 
industry. This movement, under the leader- 
ship of Secretary Hoover and others in pub- 
lie and private life, already has brought into 
existence a fund of several million dollars. 
Aid to genuine research, in a large or small 
way, is a contribution to the enlightenment 
and welfare of the race.

Why Students Flunk 
(Oakland Tribune) 


In his annual report, just issued, William 
MeAndrew, superintendent of the Chicago 
schools, lists 36 reasons for ‘‘flunking’’ stu- 
dents of that city. And to the credit of the 
students, be it said, their failures are not so 
much due to themselves as to the methods of 
instruction in vogue. 

A few of the reasons advanced for the in- 
ability of students to ‘‘make the grade’’ are 
given herewith: 

Unguided entrance of pupils into courses 
rnsuited to them. 

An idea that maintenanee of standards in- 
stead of training the pupils is a_ teacher's 
function. 

Continuing small-class methods when class- 
es are large. 

Trving to stimulate pupils by fear of failure. 

Lack of diagnosis of individual weakness 

Too much talking and leeturing by instruet- 
ors, not enough participation by students 

Relianee on final. examinations for basis of 
promotion 

Poor elassroom management as to holding 
attention of entire class during all recitations 
whether by teacher or pupil. 

Use of class periods for too much testing in- 
stead of teaching 

Infringement bv “‘extra eurrievlar activ- 
ities,’’ plays, athleties, soeial events, sehool 
paper, ete. 

Too heavy requirements 

Salaries not enough to support teachers 
and their’ dependents withont requiring work 


in other lines and thus dissipating their in- 


terest. 
Perhaps MeAndrews e rrectly diagnosed 
the present weakness when he said: ‘* With- 


in the memory of many now living, Ameri- 
ean high schools unblushingly accepted oper- 
ation of the idea of the survival of the fittest. 
This attitude has changed. The idea of main- 
taining high schools at publie expense for the 
training of a few feaders has disappeared in 
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the face of a public demand that the institu- 
tion serve all children of high school age.’’ 

Manifestly the fault rests chiefly with man- 
agement, and not with the teachers who per- 
haps are doing the best they can in the cir- 
eumstaneces. This would seem to be borne 
out by United States Cgmmissioner of Edu- 
eation Dr. John T. Tigert, who, after a tour 
of the summer teacher training institutions 
throughout the West, said that the teaching 
profession has more well trained members to- 
day than ever before.
